Taking pressure off our NHS and helping our children and grandchildren 
enjoy long and healthy lives. And we’re doubling free childcare, so parents never need to choose between work and

We'll introduce productivity reforms to our NHS, replacing old IT and introducing new AI-enabled equipment, so 
healthcare is there when we need it.
